TWAIN TO SING HERE

NEW YORK. Dec. 31.—Efforts to 
settle Avithout recourse to public dis­ 
cussion the the doctrinal controversy 
in the Protestant Episcopal church, 
begun 
at a conference 
Friday at 
which modernist 
and 
conservative 
representatives Avere present today, 
appeared endangered by pulpit asser­ 
tions yesterday that the Christmas 
truce requested in a diocesan letter 
from Bishop 
William 
T. Manning 
was at an end and that the inter­ 
factional struggle would go on with 
reneAved vigor. 
The Rev. Dr. Percy Stickney Grant, 
rector of the Church of the Ascen­ 
sion. 
a 
leading modernist, 
whose 
views last year 
caused 
an 
open 
clash with Bishop Manning, declared 
the Christmas peace Avas over a s far 
as he was concerned, and expressed 
hope that the controversy Avould be 
neither ‘‘too 
much 
narrow’ed” nor 
“hushed up by secret conference.” 
Dr. Grant’s criticism of the “auto­ 
cratic power of the bishops,” Avas met 
by a diametrically opposed view ex­ 
pressed by the Rev. Dr. Joseph G. IL 
Barry, rector of the Church of St. 
Mary the Virgin, Avho r died upon the 
bishops to discipline the modernist 
clergymen and 
asserted 
that Cain 
Avas the first modernist. 
Emphasis 
Avas given Dr. Barry’s sta te m e n t by 
the presence in his church of Bishop 
William Walter Webb of Milwaukee, 
a leading conservative. 
Another in the ranks of the group 
which th re av down the gauntlet anew 
was Dr. William Norman Guthrie, 
rector of the Church of St. Mary’s-in- 
the-Bouwerie, who avos recently ad­ 
monished by Bishop Manning about 
symbolic dances in his church. 
“In my thirty years in the minis­ 
try I have never spoken this Avay be­ 
fore,” said Dr. Guthrie, “but I ani not 
going to let my brother get into trou­ 
ble Avithout going with him. 
And a 
good many of us are going to get 
into trouble.” 
Dr. Guthrie referred to the story 
of Jesus as the “Christ myth,” which 
interested him as a historian, but not 
as a minister. 
The Rev. Charles Francis Potter of 
the West Side Unitarian church, pre­ 
dicted that the old era of Hell and 
Devil and the cowardly evasion of 
truth will rapidly pass away and be 
supplanted by a newer and greater 
religion.” 
The Rev. Roach Straton, who re­ 
cently technically lost in a debate 
Avith the Rev. Mr. Potter on the in- 
fallability of the Bible, prophesied 
that 
anarchy 
would 
result if the 
Bible is torn to pieces.

FAYETTE SHOOTING

Dec. 31— In the 
most sensational jail delivery in the 
history of the Atlanta penitentiary 
four convicts, one a partner of Gerald 
Chapman, million dollar mail bandit, 
today were at liberty, after having

through a narrow tunnel under the 
50 foot concrete wall encircling the 
prison late Yesterday. 
Of the quartet the most notorious 
of the fugitives is George Anderson, 
who was serving a 25 year sentence 
for participation 
in 
the 
$1 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 
New York mail robbery for Avhich 
Chapman was convicted. 
Anderson 
is thought to have engineered the es­ 
cape. 
Three of the men were thought 
early today to be in hiding near Ma­ 
con, Ga. 
Three suspects were seen 
to alight from the Royal Palm, a tour­ 
ist train, as it neared that city early 
this morning after a signal towerman 
here suav them sAving on board the 
tender of the train near the peniten­ 
tiary early last night. 
Prison officials are inclined to be­ 
lieve Anderson will attempt to make 
his way east and that if these three 
men were members of the escaping 
party, 
Anderson 
Avas 
not 
among 
them. 
With Anderson Avere Hiram Pep­ 
per, 50, sentenced in Baltimore in 
1914. for 15 years; Ludwig Schmidt, 
a German sailor, sentenced iii Roch-

robbery and Frank Haynes, sentenc­ 
ed in 
Chattanooga,

months.

Frank Grey, who escaped with Chap­ 
man last March and who surrendered 
during a gun battle with a posse, Avas 
also suspected and he Avas isolated, 
the Avanious said, for safekeeping. 
The tunnel, barely large enough to 
admit passage of a human body, Avas 
found to lead from the center ot a 
small tent in the 
prison 
tubucular 
zone to a point fifty or more feet 
away, and outside the big stone wall. 
Haynes and Lopper, tubercular pa­ 
tients, had 
occupied 
the 
tent for 
some 
time, 
but 
Anderson 
and 
Schmidt have had no opportunity to 
assist in the excavation, prison offi­ 
cials said. 
The wardens and guards were at a 
loss to know ho av the prisoners con- 
veyed the enormous quantity of loose 
dirt from the tunnel to a freshly 
graded spot 73 feet away from the 
tent, but thought that the dirt had 
been smuggled to the site in buckets. 
A small 
shovel 
and 
a lighted 
miners lamp Avere found by officials 
in the tunnel near the exit. Officials 
believe the men dug aAvay at night 
and carted off the fresh dirt (luring 
the day when their ordinary move­ 
ments in the vicinity of the tent Avitli 
a bucket would not arouse the sus­ 
picions of the guards iu the nearby 
Avail towers. 
At least tAvo months were required 
to dig the subterranean avenue of es­ 
cape, it was estimated.

Though in comparatively moder­ 
ate circumstances it was stated at 
the inquest, his affairs were in no 
means the shape he is believed to 
have imagined.

Mr. Hieronymus ate breakfast as 
usual that 
morning, and fed 
the 
stock. 
He then went to the barn 
loft Avhere he piled up tAvo or three 
bales of hay in an offset in

floor, tied 
the rope to the rafter 
and swung 
off.
